in disposing of- the startling and 
serious revelations arising out of the 
recent visit of HMS, Medway to 
Keolung. ‘The earlier’ affair in which 
‘the Japanese took somewhat " pre- 
cipitate action was smoothed out by 
the conciliatory attitude of the British 
authorities. ‘The ineldent which, as 
Reuter now shows, took place on Oct, 
7 was in a different category. There 
seems to be no doubt that the Japan- 
‘ese police, carried away by some ill. 
‘advised emotional stress, unwarrant- 
ably arrested and il-treated certain 
British sailors and went to the length 
of insulting a British oMeer who, 
performing his duty, intervened 10 
clear up the misunderstanding. From 
this and recent happenings in Shang- 
hai it is not uncharitable to say that 
Japanese service men have been 
‘allowed to acquire exaggerated 
notions of their rights and duties and 
in particular to make a regular fetish 
cof impeding photography by civilians 
or other nationals, In Japanese pas- 
senger ships elaborate pains "are 
rightly taken to explain to forelgn- 
rs entering Japan the importance of 
avoiding the use of a camera In 
certain fortiNed zones. ‘Those zones 
ore carefully indicated by maps duly 
displayed in the ships in order to 
tive the smallest possible room for 
‘error. This clearly implies recognition 
of the general right of the public to 
Photograph outside those zones. Yet 
in the Internatlonal Settlement which 
‘can by no interpretation come within 
the prohibited category, Japanese 
naval ratings have taken ‘the law 
foreibly into their own hands, They 
have been allowed to avold ‘corree- 
tion by the desire of other national 
authorities to preserve calmness. Now 
in Formosa this tendency has been in- 
‘dulged in amazingly reckless dicregard 
of the dignity of the Japanese navy. 
‘The cause seems to lie in the gradual 
development of a virulent xenophobia 
whieh is quite incompatible with the 
traditional courtesy of Japan.” Sir

POLICE PROVIDERS 
‘Taking one consideration with an- 
other the lot of the Chinese police 
‘at Tientsin is not a happy one since 
the Japanese troop. manazuvres 
started.

authorities approached the police 
with the request that some hundreds 


of rooms in houses adjacent to the 
mancuvres area should be vacated 
‘owing to army needs, and the result 
was an enforced exodus of tenants to 
other parts of the city after a pro- 
mise of a small sum per room 
Vacated. According to newspuper re- 
ports, the police had to extend their 
‘offices {o mich more domestic tasks 
at the request of the Japanese army 
‘authorities, In addition’ to carrying. 
cut thelr proper police functions, the 
role of universal providers has been 
thrust on the force and t> accom- 
‘modate the troops the police were 
Fequested to provide ample supplies 
‘of water, 120 cauldions and chopping 
oards for food preparation purposes, 
10,000 catties of hay and a quantity 
fof candles, All these requests are 
Feported to have been met but there 
‘was some demur when the police 
were asked to reerull several score 
of coolies to assist in kitehen pre- 
parations, The Chinese asked for 65 
cents a day as the local labour rate 
‘but the Japanese replied with an 
offer of 45 cents a day, which they 
€eclared was the usual rate paid for 
Chinese employed at the Halkaunese 
barracks. Matters appear to have 
been setited and the sham battle. is 
now in progress, but actions like these 
place ‘the police in a difficult and 
Somewhat humiliating position. ‘Their 
job is dimeult enough attempting to 
Prevent disturbing incidents which 
might arouse Japanese ire without 
having fo serve the oMfce of com- 
missariat,

FINANCIAL REPORT 


Dealing as it does with the year 
nding June 30, 1935, the Finance 
Minister's report on the ‘finances of 
China is subject to the disability of 
having boen largely forestalled, rst 
by the annual report of the Customs 
Department—also within Dr. H. H.

EN, Chiang Kai-shek on Oct, 30 issued a message, thanking his| 
‘compatriots at-home and abroad for their .presentation of| 
aeroplanes to the Central Government in honour of his. fiftieth 


birthday anniversary. 


In his message, according to" the Central 


‘News, the Generalissimo expressed gratification over the unpreced- 
ented’ enthusiasm shown by the Chinese people in all parts of 
the country, and in every corner of the world, in raising funds 
for the strengthening of China’s air force. Many of them, Gen. 
Chiang said, went so far as to economize on their food and clothing, 
or draw out all their savings to make possible their contributions.

the Japanese Foreign Offlce. For 
some time past Mr. Amau has made 





of childish insolence and af~ 
fected ignorance. He has en- 
deavoured to adorn these mani- 
festations of thé new diplomacy by 
a sort of impudent wit which some~ 
times. has been too.much for the 
news-secking correspondent to 
accord it the expected tribute of 
elight.

It sent to 
White House Mr. Franklin Roose- 
volt, the member of a Party which 
for the greater portion of a century 
hhas been consistently In a minority.

the President—and accentuated by 
‘the knowledge that one of their 
own class is Jeading the revolt 
against them—will be suMeient to 
tive Mr, Landon the entry to White 
House. : 

Ambitious as Mr, Roosevelt's 
New Deal has been it. has not 
touched more than the fringe of 
some of the problems of modern 
America, The adverse decisions 
of the Supreme Court which have 
effectively blocked several drastic 
proposals have perhaps been bless 
{ings to him in disguise, in that 
they have averted exposure of the 
impracticability of some of his 
‘empiricism. It ts significant that he 
thas abandoned the idea of challeng- 

~ ing those decisions by making an 
amendment of the Constitution part 
cof his platform. He has thus lett 
unsolved the problem of fitting to 
the procrustean bed of that Con- 
stitution the construction of a 
socially responsible and socially 
regulated economy. So there has 
been no adjustment of the agricul- 
‘tural dimcuities on permanent lines; 
the future of industrial produetion 
is as uncertain as before and though 
‘ostensibly the monetary system has 
been subjected to considerable 
review and taken within the more 
difect management of the Treasury, 











Nevertheless the _Administration| 
‘has acquired well-merited approval 
for its admirable handling of the 
Gold bloc erisis and its participation 
in the three-Government accord 
which has facilitated “a more prom- 
ising outlook,” says the National 
City Bank of New York “than has 
been known since the exchanges 
‘were disrupted five years ago.” 
‘Moreover, the period of acute de- 
pression is passing: bank credit is 
rising and industrial prospects are 
buoyant, Of those facts the De- 
mocratic Party is entitled to take 
cognizance in claiming electoral 
renewal of support. Nor is it 
unlikely that Mr, Roosevelt has 
pointed out that bitter attacks on 
his own personality do not disguise 
the tribute which Republican op 
‘ponents pay him by adopting many 
of his policies as thelr own for the 
Purpose of establishing credit at 
the poll.

ascribed, It becomes irksome only 
if the elector bé asked to give a 
literal interpretation to some of the| 
President's specially _ provocative 
‘speeches in denouncing the alleged 
self-interest of the business and 
financial groups arrayed against] 
him. 


Mr, Landon has the support of| 
Mr. William Randolph Hearst and 
the tentaculate press at his com-| 
mand. ‘That is a doubttul| 
advantage and Mr. Landon may| 
have found his newspaper octopus} 
embarrassing on occasions. .Sound- 
ness is the great Republican asset, 
but Mr. Roosevelt's unrivalled sense| 
of political values has been greatly | 
developed by the last three years’ 
experience. His specches "have! 
been frequently acclaimed _as| 
‘above the level of ordinary plat- 
form utterances—his opening Ac- 
ceptance Speech was especially] 
commended .as framed in the 
Ianguage of the American Revolu- 
tion.

Government now in| 
military decline, have captured the| 
major part of the country and are| 
now encircling Madrid, the fate of] 
which seems obvious. The Cabinet| 
remains in Madrid to bolster up the| 
last efforts for defence but Presi-|

question bearing importantly on the| 
‘entire European scene. It is not 
easy to answer but it bears ex-

conflict has taken. When Senor| 
‘Azana was elected President there 
‘were some misgivings and when the! 
Government headed by _ Seno8| 
Casares Quiroga came into office on 
May 13 these misgivings were ac~ 
centuated by the early announce 

ment that the Popular Front pro- 
‘gramme would immediately be put 
Into effect, Tt was at that time 
when the first signs of open revolt, 
politically and afterwards militarily, 
‘were revealed. 

Projected against a background 
of seething unrest and political dis- 
unity, the new Popular Government 
came into power-faced with great 
iiculties. Senor Quiroga’s cabinet, 
was, in reality, quite mild but its 
existence depended on combatting 
the influence of the Right elements 
while having to rely on the power 
of the Left to maintain it, although 
the general opinion was that it was 
merely a stop-gap. ‘The Right 
elements favoured a form of 
military dictatorship on semi-Fascist| 
lines and as the army was chiefly 
Faseist and Royalist in attitude the 
Subsequent armed opposition to the 
‘powerful Lett parties, which had 
developed tremendously in political 
strength through a series of circum 
stances ,in which ‘military. forces 
had acted against the populace, is| 
easy to conceive. One explanation, 
‘added to a changing agrarian situa 
tion, was the use of African and| 
Foreign Legion troops in the sup- 
pression of the Asturias miners" 
cutbreak in 1034 ‘This. was to 
hhave its terrible revenge in the 
receht hostilities when new methods| 
of improvised warfare’ involving, 
dynamite were used by the miners 
‘against the insurgents. In these 
‘clrcumstances, the Quiroga cabinet 
faced the spring of this year. 
‘Widespread strikes, disorders and 
violence swept the country and a 
form of gangster warfare. was 
initiated which added to national 
unrest, Signs of revolt were 
noticed among the military and 
new organs of discipline created by 
the Government helped to ag- 
fe animosities. Assassinations 
‘and reprisals were common and 
‘were the prelude to the revolt, On| 
July 12, a Meutenant in the Shock, 
Police was murdered. The next 
day men wearing the uniform of the] 
Shock Police entered the house of| 
Senor Calvo Sotelo, a leader of 
the Right, and murdered him. 
Thereafter’ followed emergency 
measures and hundreds of, Right 
‘supporters were arrested. On July| 
17, it was discovered, that com- 
‘munleations with Spain had been 
severed for unknown reasons, but 
‘when communleations were restored 
the army of Spain was in revolt, 
starting In Morocco, where General 
Franco was in command, and in~ 
‘luding the garrisons of Barcelona, 
Seville, the Canary Islands and in| 
many ‘cities of Spain, including 
‘Madrid, but in the capital'the Gov- 
ernment was prompt to suppress 
the mutineers. In other places, the 
revolt was suppressed but it 'was 
quickly realized that the forces of 
the insurgents were too great and 
the plan too well-organized to treat 
It lightly.

INDIA’S SERENITY 
Oct, 30, 

Among the less ‘perturbed coun- 
tries in the world just now is India. 
With her 338 million people she| 
contributes a weighty quota to the 
volume of ordered administration. | 
‘Thanks to the steady judgment of| 
the British nation and to the sage co- 
operative faculty of the majority of 
India’s political leaders, an epoch- 
making constitutional change ap-, 
proved by Westminster last year is 
being smoothly brought into opera- 
tion. +On April 1,°1937, eleven| 
‘autonomous provinces come into 








being. Over them Indian statesmen 
will bear the responsibility for the 
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civil government within their re~ 
spective borders: ‘Thirty-five -mll- 
Yon electors will be directly con- 
tributing to the shaping of policy. 
To use the words ‘of the Marquis 
of Linlithgow; the new Viceroy, int 
his first address to the two Houses 
of the Central. Legislature. last 
‘mont 
‘The unitary, system of Govern- 
ment, for 0’ long the supreme 
authority in India, 1s disappearing 
~ as we Watch. In’ Its place great 
‘autonomous Provinces make thelr 
and ‘nally comes the 
crowning the entire 
structure, “and embracing within 
its ample scope: the common lit. 
‘and aspirations of one-Afth of ths 
human race, dispersed over a sub- 
continent as large as Western 
urope, Such will be the structure 
‘of Government in. India which, 
when the task Is completed, will 
meet the gaze of a watching world; 
2 spectacle whose dignity and 
grandeur will be not unworthy of 
@reat and famous country. 
Lord Linlithgow went to India in 
‘April with exceptional qualifica- 
tions for his great office. Having 
sbsorbed the intricactes of the con= 
stitutional scheme as Chairman of 
‘the Parliamentary Committee which 
reported on the massive India 
Bill, he had thus extended know- 
iy_gained, between 
1926 and 1928, as Chairman of the 
Royal Commission on Indian Agri- 
jeulture. No Viceroy before him— 
with the single exception of Lord 
Lawrenco—had anything approach- 
ing his ‘previous personal, aequain= 
tance with the country itself and 
problems ‘vitally “affecting its 
peoples. Since he assumed the 
Viceregal dignity Lord Linlithgow 
has made a marked impression on 
India, His direct personal interest 
in rural problems has somehow 
aught the people's imagination and 
ven the irreconcilable politicians 
have been known to say pleasant 
things of him. Young, as Viceroys 
of India go, Lord Linlithgow has 
‘managed to maintain the right note 
as the representative of the King- 
Emperor and yet dispense with 
certain time-honoured but often in- 
convenient ceremonial conventions 
in order to get down to essentials, 
It may be recalled that the Simon 
Commission, recognizing ' Federa- 
tion as the ultimate:form of the 
All-India constitution, considered 
that Provincial Autonomy would 
‘have ‘first to be established and the 
larger plan deferred until, the In- 
dian States were ready to’ agree'to 
it, The first Round Table Con-. 
ference on the constitutional pro- 
posals produced a surpriso in the 
readiness of the Indian’ Princes im 
mediately to agree to Federation. 
From that time onwards, although 
Provinelal Autonomy would clearly 
have precedence, the possibility of 
proceeding direct to the provision 
of a federal constitution was 
accepted. Later on,. the idiosyn- 
erasies of the political 
ents of the India Bill in Eng. 
land itself, produced uncertainty 
in regard to the Princes’ position 
and it was eventually decided that 
the introduction of Federation 
should be made to depend on the 
voluntary adherence of Indian 
States representing not less than 50 
er cent. of the total population of 
the territory covered by “Indian 
India” as “distinct from British 
India to Which Provinelal Autonomy 
is now to be applied. Even then 
‘on the passing of the Act and right 
up to the time of Lord Linlithgow's 
departure for India, it was assumed 
that the actual adoption of Federa- 
tion could not be contemplated for 
at least four or five years after the 
institution of Provincial Autonomy 
in April next. As will have been 
gathered from the special Calcutta 
despatch published yesterday, there 
has been another change in the at- 
titude of the Indian States, Lord 
Lintithgow's pointed exposition of 
‘their responsibilities a short time 
after his arrival was most effective 
‘and It became apparent at once that 
some of the Princes were impressed 
by the danger of allowing provin- 
clally autonomized British India to 
develop its constitutions too far in 
advance of the yet to be formed 
Federal Government, ‘This has 
Prompted Lord Linlithgow to send 
‘special emissariés of high official 
rank to the Durbars of the various 
States in order ta explain the pro- 
visions of the Instrument of Ac- 
cession drafted for the purpose of 
signalizing a State's adherence to 
the Federation and" generally to 
answer ‘questions which may be 
troubling Their Highnesses in fac- 
ing the plunge into a definite con-

NETHERLANDS E. I. 

To the current issue of the Asiatic 
Review Dr. Ceclle Rothe contributes 
the first instalment of a ‘survey of 
the economie situation in the Nether- 
Jands East Indies. Before entering 
upon a detailed examination of the 
condition of the various industries, 
Dr. Rothe explains that the general 
economic depression has detracted 
from the interest formerly taken in

hard times undergone. The depres- 
son has given rise to unemployment 
among Europeans and Chinese and 
the Government has oblained large 
votes for relief, despite the fact that 
the Government's own finances hai 
sullered heavily. Drastic retrench- 
‘ment has been effected and Dr. 
Rothe's observations suggests that 
the manner in which the administra- 
tion: has faced the ceonomic erisis Is 
highly creditable and has won an 
equally creditable co-operation from 
all classes and communities, Hol- 
land has developed a colonial policy 
which has made possible for for- 
elgn capital to share in the develop- 
ment of the resources of the Nether- 
lands Indies. Of "the estimated 
capital investment of Guilders 2,048 
million the holding of Holland inves 
tors Js put at Guilders 1.583 million, 
British "at" Guilders 277 milliion, 
Americon at Gullders §3_ million, 
Franco-Belglan at Gullders 1055 
‘million and Japanese at Gullders 205 
million. ‘The shipping of European 
goods has been Lampered by the 
flood of Japanese goods transported 
in Japanese ships. Dr. Rothe's study 
Js well worthy of perusal.and it mey 
be added that other articles in the 
Review. have ‘special reference to 
China, to Indo-China and to Japanese

nationalism at the disposal of the 
Indian capitalist! Thus the Com- 
munist section find it dificult. to 
defend the actions of the other and 
are further embarrassed by the evi- 
dence that the interests of the 
peasant and worker are. far more 
solicitously: regarded by the Gov- 
ernment than by Congress ppliti- 
clans who, in giving vent to thelr 
perverted nationalism play into the 
hands of milliopaire industrialists. 
Nevertheless the Congress party 
with its curiously effective urganiz~ 
ation will enter into the political 
adventures of the new Constitution, 
i€ only in the hope of obstructing it 
‘This, if recent history js any guide, 
may’ lead to eventual co-operation 
by the more logical members of the 
party, appreciative as they must be 
of the undoubted power to which 
the enlarged electorate gives access, 
‘Making all allowances for the per- 
sistence of Congress hostility, Jt is| 
clear to many who have followed 
the growth of Indian political life, 
that there is far greater readiness 
nowadays to accept the principle 
of co-operation with: the Govern 
ment, This is in no small measure 
due ‘0 an appreciation of the signi 
ficance of events in Europe. Great 
Britain's efforts in defence of dem- 
cratic liberty have been noted. 
Moreover the Indian politician’ is 
not exactly blind to the danger of 
permitting defences to fall into dis- 
repair. There are two definite 
thoughts which militate against 
complacent encouragement of ¢x- 
tremist views: the first is that, in 
spite of ‘the reisertion of the rule 
co force and blows which it has de- 
livered against democracy else 
where, Great Britain has proceeded 
fearlessly with the fulflment of her 
Pledges to create a self-governing 
India; the second is that the pro- 
spect of preserving the lberties 
‘and ordered administration now 
functioning under British and 
Indian co-operation might rapidly 
fade were another régime to come 
into existence. ‘To this conviction 
the sympathetic _ understanding, 
Mberal outlook and assiduous in- 
vestigations of Lord Linlithgow add 
great force.

Fellow-country- 
‘men and dear comrades, it all depends 
upon one's own endeavor to bring 
back one's old. glories, and, as’ the 
reflection on things gone by inevitably 
throws light upon the things to come,

“there Is a. proverb whieh. says:— 
sFrom the family is built « nation.” 
The cause by which a family rises

China's budget deflelt during the 
fiscal year 1095-36 was even larger 
than in 1034-35, according to pre~ 
liminary figures, and there was a

‘The National Debt stands at $335,- 
000,000 but the major development 
during the year was the consolidation 
of internal debt, excepting four issues

How the Mahommedans in’ Wel- 
chow, near the Ninghsia provincial 
border, put up a stubborn resistance 
to the recent investiture of the elly 
by Communist bandits under the 
notorious Hsu Hal-lung, and ultimate. 
ly repulsed the marauders and 
checked thelr inroad into the pro- 
vince, ts revealed in a graphic report 
recelved here from the provincial 
capital, With part of the city already 
cccupied by the invaders and thelr 
ammunition exhausted, the Mahom- 
medan inhabitants fought on with 
Unprecedented courage, using stones, 
hoes, spades, and whatever imple- 
ments were ‘handy as fighting wea 
pons, until they had killed the: major 
art of the invading forces and put 
the rest 10 Aight, 

‘After xepeatedly being repulsed 
in north Shensl by the combined 
Central and provineial forees, the 
Eandlt hordes fled north-ward toward 
Ninghsla province. Recognizing the 
economle and strategie Importance ot 
Welehow, they decided to take the| 
city for thelr temporary stronghold, 
fand a vanguard about’ 1,000 strong 
was despatched to take it by a sur- 
prise atlack, ‘The wariness of the 
Inhabitants frustrated the attempt, 
‘and a large number of bandits elther 
‘were slaughtered or wound 

Failing to take the city, the bandit 
vanguard retreated to some distance, 
to awalt reinforcements, after the 
arrival of which the bandits besleged 
the clty, as well as Yuwong, a 
neighbouring town, with a view to 
cutting off thelr connections, 


Flowery Words Fall 

In view of the undaunted spirit of 
the Mahommedans in Welchow, the 
bandits changed thelr tactics, and 
instead of launching a second attack, 
they trled,to induce the defenders to 
surrender by sending representatives 
Into the elty to open negotiations with 
the elders. In spite of flowery words 
and ample, promises, the city elders| 
‘would mot surrender. When thelr 
overtures, were rejected, the bandits 
rallied for a general offensive on all 
sides of the city, but steadily the 
Mahommedan inhabitants held out. 

Meanwhile, the invasion was re- 
ported to Gen, Ma Hung-kuel, Chal 
man of the Ninghsia Provincial Gov- 
ernment, who sent a battalion of 
provinelal troops to the rescue of 
the clly. By previous. telegraphic 
arrangement, the Mahommedans In 
the clly and the reinforcements 
latinebed simultaneous attacks upon 
the Red marauders, and drove them 
several 1{ from the city.

“As the bloody battle contin« 
ued, the ammunition supply in the 
ily was exhausted, and stones were 
‘used instead, “Many holes were 
broken in the city walls, but, when- 
ever the bandits atlempied to force 
fan entry, volleys of stones wert 
‘hurled at thom, killing large numbers, 
‘The battle continued until late in. the 
afternoon, when the bandits, utterly 
demoralized and having suffered en- 
‘ormous casualties, retreated pull-mell, 

‘A survey after the battle revealed 
that at least 1,000 bandits, including 
one so-called chiet of staff and two 
regimental ‘commanders, had been 
killed, while large numbers of arms 
were ‘seized —Central News.

Opium plays an important part in 
the news of Szechuen this week. An 
anti-oplum officer in Chengtu has 
issued a statement to the effect that 
there are over §0 Refined Oplum 
sales offices and 30 “smoking-shops” 
in that elty. ‘The monthly sales are 
sald to execed 800 pieuls, the result 
ant revenue averaging about $200,000. 
‘This year, of course, only four coun- 
lies are authorized ‘to grow poppies 
WFengtu, Fuchow, Hsuanhan, and 
‘Tienklang), which accounts for the 
high price prevailing. 

In a press interview, Mr, Teng 
‘Tang, chief scerctary of the Anti 
Opium Department of Gen. Chiang 
Kal-shek’s headquarters in’ Chung- 
kking, sald that according to the in- 
formation he had been able to obtain 
there was at least one “smoking- 
shop” to each village in the prov- 
Ince: some of these shops, in an 
deavour to Increase thelr ‘profits, are 
endeavouring to persuade former 
addicts who have broken the habit to 
resume oplum-smoking. He stressed 
his high hopes, which ‘ae shared in 

* many circles, ‘that the shops will 
eventually be abolished, 


Speculation in Drug 

On October 19, the Chungking 
Anti-Opium Bureau received a tele- 
gram from the Provinelal Gover 
ment ordering an inerease in the tax 
‘on oplum from $300 to $600 a picul 
from the following day.

many-tiered productions, For to-day 
Is Cake Day, 

‘Though the origin is Japanese It is 
not only Oriental cakes which present 
themselves to the round-eyed amaze- 
‘ment and covetous gaze of the small 
folk as well as to the prospective| 
buyers among the adults, ‘For in the 
display windows Eastern sweetmeats 
jostle Western dainties with a total 
Jack of racial discrimination. 

Cake Day of modern times doos not 
confine Itself to title so much as of 
old for it includes sweets of all 
varieties. ‘Thus set forth for sale is 
a collection of cake, pastry and 
lollipops which brings a roaring trade 
in the succulent offerings and many 
an evil pain to youthful stomachs. 

‘There on show are the cakes of 
Japan, the same in ingredients and 
shape as they were when little was! 
known of Nippon except that it wos 
the land of the fan and sword. ‘These 
comestibles-are made from rice in- 
stead of from wheat flour which 
forms the basis for their Occidental 
cousins, Brown. sugar and syrup are 
used in large quantities and the cakes! 
are as sweet asthe heart of small boy 
or girl could desire them. For the 
darker Japanese cakes ‘barley or 
buckwheat flour is sometimes used. 


Bewildering Variety 

‘Among the Western cakes there i 
a bewildering variety, Some are| 
‘entirely enclosed in frosting. others 
frosted only on the top but all seem, 
to have beautiful red or green 
‘adornments on the summit, ‘Thon 
there are the luscious chocolate eakes| 
festooned with peanuts or walnuts. 
‘The lesser consist of small tea cakes 
and erisp biscult-like wafers, but 
topping all are the stately layer cakes 
in varying shapes which can, be 
planted with candles for birthdays or 
frostily written on for weddings. And 
now, in contrast to Occidental iands 
Js the time for marriage in this part 
of the world, 

Cake Day in Dairen generates much 
social activity. It is a time for re- 
membering little-seen acquaintances, 
for being specially gracious to the 
in-laws" or for added kindnesses to 
intimate friends. Tremendous pur- 
chase and delivery of goods to the 
accompaniment of whirlwind calls all 
over the elly, continuous bowings by 
the donors and the receivers until all 
have bowed themsolves away from 
friends and relatives and bowed 
themselves back to the sanctuary, of 
thelr own homes again, tired but 
satisfied In having observed Cake Day 
fs It should be observed.

‘The fact that this piece of 
ground is very low lying and pat-| 
ticularly lable 10 flooding, seems to, 
‘ecasion the authorities no qualms as 
to the advisability of erecting one- 
storey buildings to accommodate large 
‘numbers of prisoners,

either, though it might have been|

Serlous Fire in Halmen 


Fire has wrought much damage in| 
Places round Linghal while in the 
city small fires have also caused loss 
of property though nothing worse. 
One village twenty miles away has| 
suffered badly, a large number of 
houses being’ gutted and several 
deaths caused by the fire, Three of 
four days ago Holmen, our nelghbour- 
ing town, lost 100 or 'more houses in 
a fire that raged for some hours, 
striking terror into the hearts of the 
inhabitants as the section that was 
affected was in one of the most con- 
Rested areas of the very crowded lit- 
tle port.

Farmers are also 
grumbling. but as they seem to do 
Uttle else, thelr complaints are lost 
sight of in the general concern about 
the city water supply. 

‘The ‘crops are excellent and the 
elds look glorious in their olden 
array, where the harvesters have not

ROAD BUILDING IN. 
KWEICHOW - ‘ 


Motorized or Man-powered 
Vehicles: No Horse-drawn 
Svea 20 THE hn, ALD 


‘About thirteen years ago, a for- 
eigner who had lived a good many 
years in Kwelchow gave an interview 
to one of the Hongkong journals dur- 
ing which he stated that as far as he 
knew not a single. wheeled-vehicle 
was to be found throughout the whole 
province, Conditions are vey dif- 
ferent today, for there are many 
motor cars, motor trucks, motor buses, 
rickshaws and, near Kwelyang at any 
rate, ox carts (mostly for hauling 
stone), One vehicle not to be found 
4s a horse cart or carriage; the reason 
is that when the motor roads were 
‘built, motors were in general use. 
‘About a year ago two horse carriages 
in-the-making were to be seen just 
outside the West Gate but no doubt 
the maker came to the conclusion 
that shey could not compete with the 
quicker motors. 

‘When the Generalissinio was here 
last year, he was much interested in 
the many ttibes in the province and 
he gave orders that special schools 
for them should be started. I do 
not know as to other parts of Kwel- 
chow, but 50 ll (say seventeen miles) 
due south of the capital there fs 0 
normal school for young men of the 
tribes; I am not able to say whether 
it is\ well I have 
not seen it In addition, there 
sald to be ‘two or three (at least) 
smaller (primary) schools in dliferent 














with due consideration for hitherto 
(and, I fear, even now) . despised 
tribes, ‘much ‘good should result in 
days to come. 

‘One barbarous custom still exists 
in cities not far from Kwelyang:—the 
bodies of those executed (outside the 
cities) are left exposed by the rond- 
side until relatives or friends bury 
them; failing such, they are lett fo 
de eaten by jackals or other: wild 
animals; more than once lately my 
nights have been disturbed by- the 
snarling and fighting of these animals. 
It Is barbarous enough that executions 
are public, for even little ‘children 
rush to see the sad sights but with- 
out any pity for the erimi 
course, A practice in these parts is 
for the spectators to clap their hands 
‘a5 soon ag the man is shot (the most 
common mode of execution now) and 
falls, What is the reason, I wonder, 
Perhaps some superstition’ that. the 
spirit of the dead man might haunt 
them otherwise; but one explanation 
given to me was to indicate to the 
dead maa that they could not help 
him as thelr hands were engaged 
otherwise, I rather incline to the 
first idea, namely, superstition. 


Kwelchow. Soll Poor 
Kwelchow is a province of hills, 
mostly of a rocky nature; consequent. 
ly the soll is gonerally much poorer 
than, say, In’Szechuen, A few years 
‘ago, ‘a British visitor who had spent 
Some years in southern South 
‘America told me that the hills would 
‘make excellent pasture lands for 
cattle and that, given railway éran- 
sportation-to other provinces, cattle 
raising should prove a good specula- 
ton for those prepared to try it, 

Hitherto, a good deal of Injustice 
‘has been done to the farmers in that 
fields have been taken by the authori. 
les “without compensation for road 
‘building and the poorer farmers re- 
quired, in addition, to give free labour 
1n the building of ‘them. In addition, 
I know of one district at any rate, 
(probably there are many more) 
where the farmers, after losing he 
Jand, have still been required to pay 
the ‘grain tax in full without any 
allowance for the land lost to them. 
‘These are abuses which it is to be 
hoped will soon be rectified. 

In a recent number of the “North~ 
China Daily News" it was reported 
prominent Chinese representa 
‘2 conference of legal experts 
in Vienna, slated that the Chinese 
Jaws are now as good as, In some re- 
spects better, than those in Western 
lands. ‘They’ may be on paper, but 
what of the administration of these 
laws? ‘That leaves very much to be 
wished for. 

‘The telegraph system in this pro- 
vyinee has been greatly improved dur- 
ing the last year or two, and the 
telephone sysiem is also being put 
into operation even in some of the 
‘smaller cities. Owing to the military 
s0 often monopolizing the lines, there 
is a lot of inconventence 4o the 
general public but we may reason 
ably hope that these drawbacks wil 
gradually be set right,

Early History in Chin 





‘The history of the development of 
wireless in China was traced by Mr. 
W. J. Richards, China representative 
of Marcon! Wireless ‘Telegraph Co, 
‘and attached to the Chinese National 
Wireless Telegraph Co., to members 
of the Rotary Club and thelr guests 
‘at the weekly luncheon held at the 
Metropole Hotel, on October 29. 

‘Mr. Hans Berents, President of the 
Club, pbinted out that Mr, Richards 
‘was ‘one of the ploneers of wireless. 
felegraphy in China and had helped 
fo put it “on the map” in the East. 
Mr. Richards was born in. New 
Zealand, but he came of Cornish and 
Essex stock, “He was educated in 
England and, when the war broke 
‘out, enlisted ‘with Kitchener's Army 
in the Royal Flying Corps. He was 
detalled to that work because of his 
knowledge of wireless. He assisted 
‘Alcock and Brown, the frst men to 
‘cross ‘the Atlantic’ by aeroplane, to 








part being the maintenance of con- 
fact between the flyers and land by 
wireless. In 1020, he came to Peiping 
in connection with wireless, and 
since then he had worked steadily 
‘ond helped to bulld up its uses year

In The Beginning 
‘The history of wireless in China, 
which to-day was responsible for

the Boer War and in the Russo- 
Japanese War, In China, the frst 
two stations, " crudely constructed, 
were bullt at Nanyangfu and Paoting- 
fu, a place south of Pelping.

Mr, Richards paid a tribute to “our 
French friends,” who were the Srst, 
he sald, to ‘broadcast time and 
Weather news regularly from a stallon 
bullt during the war in the Koukaza 
Park district.

{in the archmological finds of northern. 
China can be summed up in three 
words oracle slones, manuseripis, 
and potiery” sald Professor Y. Y.

Admiral Yarnell comes to the 
command of the Asiatic Fleet from, 
duty os Commandant of the Math 
Naval District at Pearl Harbour, 
Hawall, Since his graduation from 
the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. in 1893, he ‘has had a 
latinguished career in the service ot 
hls country, — He began with a post 
‘on the U.S.S, Oregon, which he held 
from 1807 to 1899, during the exelt- 
ing period of the’ Spanish-American 
War. For the next three years, he 
served on the Aslatle Station, being 
on the Albony, the Yorktown, and 
fon the staff ‘of Admiral George 
Remey on the Brooklyn, From 1902 * 
to 1905, he served on’ the torpedo 
boats Biddle, Stockton, Barry, and 
Date, coming’ to China ‘on the Barry 
im 1608, and taking command: of the 
Dale in 1905, From that time until

Admiral Murfin rendered dis-

‘spot cotton and $1 for forward de- 
liveries with a weakish tendency 
ensuing at the close, Demand. for 
yarn and clot appears to have fallen 

‘considerably and consequently 
Drices declined. sharply, which en- 
Rendered the principal factor for the 
Weakness in the raw cotton situation. 
Spinners were practically out of the 
market, having’ previously provided

more favourable rates. “It is reported 
that there Is stock of over. 70,000 
bales, comprising Shantung American, 
‘Changieh, Loyang, Lingpao, ote, held 
back at the source because of inade- 
quate transportation facilities, Tt may 
be stated, however, that a large por- 
tion of such cotton is intended to 
cover previous contracts with the 
local mills and it therefore may not 
‘affect the local market to any great 
‘extent when the cotton arrives here 
‘and. particularly the standard cotton 
futures, as all of those cottons are 














fine stapled, the parity of which Is 
F above’ the prices ruling | on 
standard cotton. “It is, therefore,

Wholesale commodity prices as a 
whole as measured by the index pre- 
pared by the National ‘Tariff Com- 
mission, declined slightly during the 
month of September. The only group 
In which price advances occurred 
was that of food products and pro- 
visions, (other than cereals) “and 
Yullding materials. Despite the frac- 
tional recession to 140.1, index num- 
bers. of Import prices’ ‘are twenty 
points higher than in September 1935. 
‘The Index of export prices fluctuated 
narrowly around 95.9, a slight de- 
erease compared with the previous 
‘month and a substantlal advance over 
‘ha of @ year ago. The trond of the 
cost of living index was downward, 
It ls bolleved, however, that the ris- 
ing tendeney ‘now displayed in food 
prices and plecegoods will be follow- 
fl by am Increase nthe cast of lv- 
ing. 

‘The value of building permits 
awarded by the SM.C. recorded a

Chinese Commodity Markets 








‘Two factors have:been the domin« 
fant Influences In the price move- 
ments én the Chinese comimodity 
markets during the past week, One 
“the: efforts of the short interest to 
cover brought about spectacular 
rises in yarn prices which reached 
$249, surpassing the 1920 price of 
$227 which was the highest in years, 
‘The other cotton mils operating 
heavily during the last part of the 
season, owing to the increased de- 
mand in the interfor, sa result of 
‘which a shortage in yarn stocks 
Decame apparent. Flour soared 
to $3.72 and as dry weather will 
affect the crop of next year high 
prices may be expected. 

Electricity output in September 
amounted to 77,888,090 kilowatt 
hours, again over August of this 
and September of last year. This 
high rate of production is due to the 
present rate of industrial activity 
‘whieh is particularly heavy in the 
cotton industry. Production in 
cotton yarn, flour, match and cement

Logleal Answer Wanted 


On October 27. the hearing open- 
ed ‘with a continuation of the 
cross-examination of (Mfr.

“Complete Absurdity” 


“Mr, Taylor (general manager of 
the defunct concera) goes into the 
box and says he recognizes all the 
articles which he claims belong to 
the plaintiffs, ‘There is no evidence 
that Mr. Taylor ever saw those things; 
he simply took a ist with a lot of 
ames in it and took the difference 
Between one column and the other. 


Touching on some more of Mr. 
‘Taylor's evidence regarding some of 
the propierly for which there was no 
Fecord, and “must have worn. out.” 
‘Mr, ‘MeNellt sald ey‘ only hed fo 
take an article at random to show 
the complete absurdity of this, Two 
derrick masts, for instance; they had 
not be told ‘that these could wear 
out.

(Mr. Alexander Malcolm safd that in 
1930 he arranged the ‘dotalls for the 
purchase of certain well-drilling 
companies; he was managing director 
of the defendant concern from 1930- 
32 but was. now only a -director, 
They wore told by the plaintiffs thelr 
stock was worth Tis, 88,428.04,

Cross-examined—He did not know 
why the difference between plaint- 
M's and the surveyors’ valuation of 
the stock was not deducted from the 
purchase price of $125,000, and denied 
that. this was because he know the 
balance of surplus stock definitely 
was in the defendants’ favour. He 
had not, by 1932, as managing director 
‘of the ‘company, come to the con- 
clusion he had received a great deal 
more equipment than he had ever 
ald for, 


“Something Wrong" 

Witness had previously sald that, 
when he found there was a difference 
of over Tis, 75,000 belween actual 
stock owned by the company and 
that on the books of the company, he 
had told Mr, P, Eaderley, in charge 
of the making-up of a comparative 
plant report, that something must be 
wrong with’ the report, 

Counsel—You told Mr, Earderly 
there must be something wrong with 
it Does that not indicate surprise at 
the ‘report, or at the result of the 
report? 

‘The Judge—Unless he is one of 
those pessimists who expect things to 
be wrong always, and are always 
convinced that anything will go 
wrong until it goes right! 

‘Witness sald. that, although the 
varlous wells during the year showed 
2 good profit, at the end of the year 
the profit was nol so large, He was 
‘of the opinion’ that the staff had in- 
fated the values of the stock in order 
{¢ show this profit, and therefore 
raised his objections 'to the report, 

‘Was any alteration made in the 
books of the company?—I do not re- 
‘member, 

‘What?—I may have been managing 
director, but T don't remember any 
alteration, 

‘Was the book value rectified? 
‘That I cannot say. It was four years 
‘ago, and T have had a lot to do in 
those four years.

cy Domicile of Chole 


‘The presumption of law is always 
‘against a change of domicile, which 
must be proved with perfect clear- 
ness. Where the subject of a Chris- 
tian’ power resides in a country not 
under Christian government, it was 
‘at one time supposed that he could 
not acquire a domicile there; that 
supposition has now been found to 
be erroneous and there is no rule of 
law which provents a man who both 
resides and intends to reside per- 
manently in an Eastern country trom 
acquiring a domicile of choice there, 
even if by treaty he 19 subject in all 
‘or some respects to the extraterri- 
torlal Jurisdietion of his own sover- 
clgn. Strong evidence may, how- 
ever, be required to support the 
conclusion of permanent _seittement 
in the East, (Casdaglt vs, Casdagli, 
1019, A. C. 145). No general rule can 
bbe formulated as to how intention is 
to be proved, but It would be un- 
reasonable fo require such evidence 
as the person, whose domicile is in 
question, could not fairly be expected 
o furnish. Such a person may him- 











selt: give" evidence of his intentions, 
present or past; but evidence of this, 
nature must be accepted with reserve, 








ness be admitted. It cannot prevail 
‘against a course of conduct Ine 
consistent with it, “The oath of a 
person whose domicile is in ques- 
fon a8 to his intention to change his 
domicile is not conclugive, but is 
‘evidence for the Court tb take into 
consideration. Expression of inten« 
tion, even if clear and consistent and 
indeteasible per se, will not prevail 
‘against conduct pointing to a con- 
trary conclusion. Domicile Is estab- 
lished not by assertion but by con- 
duct." (Foote’s Private International 
Law, Sth Ed. p. 83). 


Criteria of Domicile 


As criteria of domicile "may be 
mentioned the residence of a wife 
‘nd family, the purchase or owner- 
ship of land or a grave, prospects 
‘of succession to an estate, change of 
religion, education of ebiidren, ma 

rlago to a native of the new coun- 
try and the establishment of a per- 
‘manent business there; but all are to 
be taken ns subject to the inherent 
dimeulty of proving a change of 
domicile, especially of a domicile of 
origin, ‘Westlake (Private Intérna~ 
tional Law, 7th Ed. by Bentivich) 
denies the necessity of an intention 
quatenus in illo exwere patriam as 
Proseribed in Moorhouse v. Lord 
(1803, 10 H. of L. 272) and considers

Hentlty Required

In the caso of a hus- 
band he must make the alleged adult- 
exer a party unless excused by the 
Court, but in the case of a wife it is 
not essential that she should make 
the alleged adulteress a- respondent.

John D. Whidden, of Boston, 
Massachusetts, was born in 1832, 
some ten years before the Treaty 
of Nanking had been signed and 
the foreign settlements which have 
made Shanghai what it 1s ‘to-day 
brought into being. He was left an 
orphan at five and at twelve he was 
‘on shipboard, exposed as he says— 
for he has’ written a book—to 
temptation in every port, subjected 
tothe rough usage and ‘strict dis- 
cipline of the merchant marine 
which sailed out of Boston, serving 
apprenticeship as boy, ordinary, and 
able seaman in’ the forecastle, 
graduating to. third, second . and 
first officers with quarters “in the 
land of Knives and forks, te, the 
ship's cabin,” and the sacred pre- 
cinets of the quarter: deck, ending 
with the command and part owner- 
ship of a fine craft, and in all'that 
time—-twenty-five years, for he was 
thirty-seven when he left the sea 
—with his feet clear of a ship's 
planks but a mere twelve months. 

Could there be a better seafaring 
name than Whidden? It” ranks 
with the Cosgroves, the Murrells 
the ‘Thachers and all those British 
families who from the coasts of 
England or eastern United States 
sailed the seven seas and care 
ried “their countries’ flags into 
whatever quarter of the globe trade 











lured them, 

John Whidden was somewhat of 
@ raconteur, and on many occasion 
when he had delighted his audience 
with stories from his wide ex- 
perience, someone, or other would 
make "that footing remark: 
“Captain, you ought to write’ a 
book.” He ‘manfully resisted the 
temptation’ for, as he says, 
‘School experience of seventy years 
‘ago, cut short at the age of twelve 
years, was not likely to leave a boy, 
however bright, with a high order 
of Mterary attainment.” But at the 
age of seventy-six John Whidden 
fell, If at that age ha could till 
say “Vade retro Sathanas,” the 
volee' that had, roared the top

tween John and his family as to 
his career. “He wanted to follow the 
sea, determined to own the planks 
which eventually he should trea 
they fancied some trade which 
would keep him ashore, John won, 
It is dimeult. for a widow woman 
to withstand the’ urgings of her 
male offspring.’ There isvalways a 
doubt in her mind as to whether it

‘People who like to dabble in such 
things ag the behaviour of the very 
young, finding such wonderful 
terms’ for mere human attributes 
as to make them sound much more 
terrible than they really are, would, 
nowadays, have found John to be| 
suffering ’ from some hideously 
named complex or other. Then, of 
course, he was just plain naughty 
and incorrigible at that. As witness: 
‘the day when his mother had 
cooked a batch of large mince and| 
apple pies, with which to entertain 
some lady’triends to sea. . With due 
“empressement the ples were served. 
‘They were duly cut, and to the em- 
barrassment of the hostess they

scooped out the contents, had re- 
placed the tops in good order. Can 
you conceive the humiliation of| 
John’s mother? Can you doubt for 
‘one moment that John eventually 
‘was allowed to go to sea. If you 
nad known the New England states 
{n those days, how all the “tabbies" 
‘who attended that small festivity 
spread the story of John's recal~ 
citrance and how his mother had 
been “sair affrontit,” you also 
would realize that merely .to let a 
youth like that go to sea was simply 
not sending him far enough, even 
though his grandfather had applied 
those remedial measures so strongly 
advocated by King Solomon. 

'So" John was entrusted to the 

fender mereies of Captain James 
‘King, of Salem, Mass, master of the 
hnalf-clipper . Ariel, Just launched, 
and'lying at Newburyport, bound 
round to New.

‘Canton trade. It is rather delight- 
ful’ to picture John setting out on 
the great adventure, his sea chest 
packed under the advice of an old

burden of a mother’s .sorrowful 
thoughts as she. stood beside him 
in the house of prayer, thinking 
that this, maybe, would be the last 
hymn they would sing together, 
listening to prayer following prayer 
until that benediction, the last 
‘until who knew. when?. 
Youth was looking forward to the 
morrow; it is only maturity and old 
age which have any truck with the 
past, ‘and “young John’s spirit ran 
‘igh, when on that Monday, ninety 
two’ years ago now, he stepped 
aboard the Ariel, the trim ap- 
pearance of whieh, with her long’ 
tupering spars reaching for the 
winds she was. soon to make serve 
her, inspired him with a feeling of 
pride and banished whatevér lurk 
ing fears he might have had that a 
seaman’s life was not the Jlife for! 
him, 





In John's chest was a pair of 
sheets. How they got there the 
book does not say, but it is to be 
suspected that, unknown to the 
expert who had assisted the ap- 
prentice in fitting his chest, the 
fond mother had slipped them in.

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ZIKAWEI—THE FRIEND OF THE SAILOR 


Father Gherzi Tells of Developments at the Observatory 
During Quarter of a Century 


‘srrciAL To Tue Mi-e. wea” 


Zikawel Observatory. What a ri 
cord of public service these words 
‘conjure up in the minds of thousands 
of people not only in Shanghai but 
throughout China ahd the Far East, 
and especally among those, “who £0 
down to the sea in ships* and to 
those interested in shipping, and In 
the trade dependent thereon. 

With the idea of placing’ before 
readers of the “North-China” some 
facts concerning the amazing growth 
of sclentife investigation in the wea- 
ther service at this Observatory, an 
Interview was recently sought with 
Father E. Gherzi, the well-known and 
genial director of meteorology and 
selsmotogy, who kindly consented to 
tell from personal knowledge some- 
thing of the work done during the 
last quarter of a century. 

Zikawel Observatory was founded 
in 1878, 50 that the period with which 
the present article deals covers just 
one-third of its “life,” albelt a most 
Important part. Father Gherzi's as- 
sociation with’ the wéather service 
Gates'from Just after the Great War, 
when he returned to China and work: 
ed under the direction of the “Old 
Captain,” Father L. Froc. who, owing 
to a serious breakdown in health, had 
fo retire in 1930, but who before 
his departure from Shanghal recelved 
from the shipping and business com- 
‘munity generally a remarkable de- 
‘monstration of appreciation of the 
services rendered to the public by 
the Observatory under his direction. 

Introduction of Wireless 

Father Gherzi pointed out that 
between the years 1911 and 1918 no 
great ‘development was possible. 
Wireless came into play In 1016! 
through the French munietpal wire 
Jess station, but st was not until 1918 
that ships were fitted with receivers, 
‘and even then the number so fitted 
was not large, Consequently, the 
warning work on the part of the 
Observatory was restricted to har- 
bour offlees and to ships lying in 
harbour, and the real value of the 
messages sent out was to advise vessels 
to remain In port for the time being, 
or advising them that they could leave 
if tholr route lay outside the typhoon 
‘rack, ‘This also applied’ to depres- 
sion and gale signals. At this time 
the number of weather stations in 
the Bast had decreased, due to the 
unrest prevailing in many parts of 
China and to the change of rule in. 
Central and Eastern Siberia, 

In 1020 Father Gherai returned to 
China from a visit to Europe, and 
brought with him the first wireless 
set provided with “tubes” to be in- 
stalled at Zikawol, a similar receiver 
having already been installed at the 
French municipal radio station. From 
this time onward ships began’ to be 
imiarly equipped, and the sensitivity 
‘of the new type’ receivers enabled 
them to connect at considerable dis- 
taneo with the “spark transmission’ 
operated In Koukaza Park, 

‘This was a tremendous advance in 
making available to ships far out at 
sea the weather warnings Issued from 
Zikawei, ‘This made possible also the 
recelpt of reports from vessels at sea, 
and Jn this way a very useful link 
was established ‘with those ships| 
whieh had gone too close to a 
typhoon, 

People in those days often won- 
dered how it could be possible, by 
means of these few tubes. to receive 
‘messages direct from Europe. ‘To the 
uninitiated St seemed a work of magi, 
‘The high sensitivity of the new re- 
celvers also enabled the Observatory: 
to recelve time signgls from the 
European observatories, and thus 
correct the astronomical ‘clocks when, 
sometimes for periods of a week oF 
two, cloudy weather had made the 
taking of observations from the stars 
impossible, 

Short-wave ‘Transmission 

‘The next advance came with the 
introduction of the short waves and 
transmission by means of valves. 
‘This decuplated the range of the 
warnings issued, and, thanks to the 
continuous gencrous assistance of the 
French municipal radio station, the 
radius of the Zikawel weather service 
was continuously inereased until, in 
1927 it was able under good weather 
conditions to get into touch with all 
Far Eastern stations, 

‘The Observatory was the «first 
station In China {o put into opera- 
tion a short-wave’ transmitter, frst 
on 100 metres then on 42 
metres, and “finally on 24 metres. 
Early in 1925 this enabled the Obser- 
vatory to link up direct with Manila 
Observatory. In this way very useful 
data was obtained from the Philip- 
pines, thus complementing the reports, 
Fegularly received in the usual way 
through’ the courtesy of the Great] 
Northern and Eastern Extension Tele- 
‘graph Companies. 

Co-operation with Government 

‘The Chinese Government were 


quick to realize the utility of these 
“valve receivers and transmitters 


























and os instancing the friendly col- 
laboration between the Chinese off. 
clals and the Observatory Father 
Gheral referred with pride to. the 
establishment of the Pratas “Shoal 
Weather Station. Zikawel had the 
pleasure of training fourteen young 
Officers belonging to the China Coast 
‘Administration. "Following the eree- 
lon of a long-wave wireless station 
by the Telefunken Company, Father 
Gherzi_and some of his colleagues 
‘went to Pratas Island and assisted in 
Atting up a short-wave transmitter, 
‘thus “enabling work to commence 
early in 1027, 

‘The Hongkong and Manila Ob- 
servatories. were now able. dur- 
ing the typhoon season to receive 
hourly observations from this out- 
‘Post, so valuable for reckoning whe- 
ther a passing typhoon would be Ilke- 
ly to enter the Formosa Strait or 
continue its course toward the Tong- 
king Gulf or Hainan Island, ‘Thus 
was. regisiered another decided step 
forward In-the interests of the sea- 
faring community, and since. that 
time’ Zikawel Slation has every 
evening been working the Pratas 
Station on short wave, 

Father Gherzi here paused to pay. 
a very warm tribute to. “my old 
boys” for thelr devoted service in 
Keeping constant watch on such a 
Darren and torrid spot as —Pratas 
Island. “Many times.” he sald, "it 
hhas given us a decided thrill when 
fon a calm summer evening we have 
from our room at Zikawel linked up 
with the Pratas Station, and learned 
sometimes of a hurricane blowing 
over the island and flooding the small 
house occupied by our friends.” 

‘Tribute to Collaborators 

Due to the establishment -of other 
short-wave stations the weather re- 
ports, received at Zikawel continued 
to Increase greatly. The Observatories 
at Hongkong, In Indo-China, and at 
‘Manila instalied short-wave transmit- 
ters, and a very valuable link with 
‘Zikawel was formed in the ‘interests, 
‘of International shipping. Early in 
the present decade the Chinese Gov- 
ernment showed very great interest, 
‘and activity in the advance of wire- 
less. Father Gheral here spoke highly 
of the services rendered in 1034 in 
this direction by Dr. Y. C. Wen. of 
the Ministry of Communications, in 
charge of the wireless in Shanghai, 
‘and his associates, to whom is largely 
due the fact that in that year a vast

‘The Director also acknowledged 
with gratitude the generous help of 
various forelgn naval units stationed 
in Far Eastern waters, especially 
those of Italy and América. whose

collaboration with Zikawel and the 
French municipal wireless station had 
added considerably to the amount of 
useful data concerning the weather 
collected from all paris of the China 
‘Seas. AIl this help made possible in 
1992 the printing daily at noon of the 
@ am. weather chart, and its distribu 
tion in Shanghai by four o'clock on 
the afternoon of the same day. 

Mention was further made of the 
generous ‘help given by the French 
Municipal Council, who helped. to 
equip the semaphore station on the 
French Bund with standard and Arst- 
class. instruments. (clock, thermome- 
ters, and barometers),’ making it 
possible for masters of vessels to 
check their own instruments near at 
hand without going to the Observ: 
tory, some miles distant. In. th 
category of those rendering much 
appreciated service in various ways 
Father Gherzi spoke appreciatively of 
the “traditional generous help” re- 
ceived over a long period of years 
from successive Inspectors-General of 
Customs and. thelr staffs, whose 
various departments of work in the 
Interests of navigators are well or- 
ganized and directed. 

Beneficent Work for Fishermen 

As indicating the development of 
the work at Zikawel Father Gherzi 
mentioned that the weather telegrams 
received daily ranged between 700 at 
‘ordinary times and 1,000 during the 
typhoon season. ‘The ‘usual warnings 
sent to ships at sea are now much 
more complete, since to the regular 
forecasts the Observatory is able to 
add the weather conditions prevailing 

t sea at the time the messages are 
dispatched. ‘This is appreciated not 
only by the. shipping interests, but 
particularly “by the Chinese Mshing 
Industry. 

Due to the initiative of” Mr, 
Cheng Kung-po, former Minister 
of Industry, this’ beneficial work in 
the interests of the fishermen was 
started some three years ago, and is 
working most. successfully,” being 
largely instrumental in preventing the 
heavy losses to property and life 
whieh hitherto occurred during each 
typhoon season. A trawler or gun- 
Doat attached to each fishing fleet re- 
elves the weather warning, and the: 
captain at once decides if the junks 
should take: shelter. Tn case he de- 
cldes on seeking shelter a black ball 
Is hoisted, “and all the junks begin

‘with pilot balloons was begun in 1931, 
As no hydrogen gas was available In| 
Shanghai at the time, the U.S, Navy| 
Kindly supplied a few flasks,” which | 
were of great value in the making of 
experiments, Speaking of interest, 
shown by friends in the work of the 
Observatory, Father Gherzi mention- 
ed a very Valuable and much appre- 
elated gift received trom Mr. Elskar 
Gunn, of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
namely a modern Dines anemometer, 
which records the instantaneous, 
Value of the direction and. velocity. 
of the wind up to 300 km. per hour, 

‘The great development of industry 
in China during recent years, has 
increased the desire for” accurate 
knowledge concerning. rain, wind, 
temperature, humidity, and the effect 
of typhoons, etc., and this necessarily 
hhas increased the volume of corre- 
‘spondence received by the Observatory. 
from all quarters, 

To supply the information required 
a number of publications are now 
issued yearly and are much ap- 
Dreciated by the public, while the 
Observatory has often been able (0 
co-dperate with such organizations as 
the Hwai River Board, the Yangtze 
River Commission and the Yellow

Local Weather Visual Code 
Following several visits of the 


Father in charge at Zikawel, a “local 
weather visual code” was’ devised 
and accepted by the Observatories In 
Indo-China, at Manila and at Hong- 
kong, thus ensuring uniformity in the 
signals displayed alt along the China 
coast, ‘These signals are shown In 
‘Hongkong, in Manila, and algo in Cans 
ton harbour, where the Hongkong 
signals are repeated; but as. yet are 
hot in use at stations under the 
Jurisdiction of the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, 

‘Another signal. now known as the

over the world, and took the form 
of a black crots hoisted on top of 
the semaphore mast. . Hongkong had 
used it for some time, and at present 
the Observatories in Manila and Indo- 
China are showing it, 

Growing Interest In. Weather Signals 

Bringing to a close his briet survey 
‘of work done at Zikawei in the study 
of weather conditions, Father Gherzl 
remarked on the growing interest 
taken in the weather service of the 
Observatory by Shanghai residents 
during the past ten years. And this 
Interest 1s not confined to one or 
two sections of the community, Na~ 
-turally one would expect the shipping 
interests to be on the alert as to 
any possible changes in the weather, 
but inquiries. for’ Information come 
from many and varied quarters. 

‘There are those who are planning 
trip by motor into the country and who 
are anxious to avold, if possible, be: 
ing held up by bad’ weather; "and 
‘again. there come frequent inquiries 
from “those keenly interested in sall- 
ing and who are anxious for a good 
stiff breeze on the occasion of thelr 
next racing programme. 

‘And then, judging from the num= 
erous telephone inquiries recelved 
‘almost daily, the ladies are becoming. 
ly inereasingly weather-minded, Great 
anxiety, remarked» Father Gher2l 
with a iwinkle in his eye, is frequent- 
ly expressed by Indies” who» have 
arranged a garden-party “and who 
want an assurance of fine woather * 
from ‘the Observatory authorities; 
others even complain of intermittent 
showers threatening to mar thelr 
plans and want to know what Zika- 
wel proposes to “do about it"; while 
again inquiries come through as to 
whether “these beneficial rains” are 
‘expected to continue for any le 
of time.

Distinguished Chinese 


‘Tho visit here of Sir Shousen Chow, 
KB, of the Executive Counell, Hong 
Kong, recalls to memory other 
tunguished Chinese who have been 
knighted by British monarchs. They 
include Admiral Sir Chen Ping-sah, 
K.CN.0., who accompanied Prince 

Hsuin's naval mission to Europe, 
the late Sir Boshan Wel-yule, CMG, 
the Jate Sir Kai Ho-kal, CMG, and 
Sir Robert Ho Tung, K.B. All’ four 
were knighted by King Edward VIL. 
The Late Sir Chihcheng Lo Feng- 
Joh, K.CV.0., Chinese ‘Minister 12 
the Court of St. James during Queen 
Victoria's reign, was a noted scholar, 
Ht being said that he could recite. the 
‘works of Shakespeare from memory. 
(This prodigious feat does not seem 
so impossible when it Is remembered.

to commit the Chinese Classics to 
memory.)
